The  Spring  Music  Festival,  held  in 
the  College  auditorium  last  Wednesday, 
Thursday  and  Friday  evenings,  proved 
to  bo  moro  than  successful.  Moderate¬ 
ly  sized audiences  attended  the  two 
programs  given  by  the  Conservatory 
graduates  and  the  College  musical  or¬ 
ganizations  on  Wednesday  and  Thurs¬ 
day  nights.  Friday  evening,  the  solo 
recital  of  Madam  Alcock,  contralto,  was 
attended  by  an  audience  that  was  both 
largo  and  appreciative.  ' 

The  first  two  programs  by  the  Col¬ 
lege  students  wore  of  a  high  calibre 
and  students  of  the  Collego  were  for¬ 
tunate  to  hoar  Madam  Alcock ’s  recital. 

The  program  by  the  six  graduates 
of  tho  Conservatory,  on  Wednesday 
evoning,  was  quite  varied  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  five  of  the  graduates  were 
pianists.  The  "Dance  of  the  Dervish¬ 
es,"  by  Beethoven-Saint-Saens,  which 
Miss  Woodward  rendored  in  a  rythmic 
and  satisfying  manner,  was  contrasted 
by  tho  "Ballade  in  A  flat  major"  by 
Chopin,  which  Miss  Margaret  Mills 
played  with  a  light  and  imaginative 
touch. 

The  aria,  "Plus  Grande  dans  son  Ob- 
scurite, "  from  the  Queen  of  Sheba,  by 
Gounod,  was  sung  most  creditably  by 
Elizabeth  Mills,  who  is  a  graduate  of 
both  voice  and  piano.  Winifred  Dick¬ 
ey  interpreted  the  "Eleventh  Hungar¬ 
ian  Rhapsody,"  by  Liszt,  in  a  brilliant 
and  pleasing  manner. 

Dottic  Davis,  violinist,  displayed  her 
command  over  technique  and  interpre¬ 
tation  in  the  playing  of  tho  "Polon¬ 
aise  Brilliantc"  by  Wieniawski.  In 
the  group  of  compositions,  "Old  Vien¬ 
na"  by  Godowsky,  "May  Night"  by 
Palmgron  and  "Malaguonn"  by  Al- 
beniz,  Elizabeth  Mills  secured  a  de¬ 
lightful  tono  quality. 

The  last  number  was  tho  "Scherzo 
from  Concerto  in  D  Minor"  by  Litolff, 
played  in  a  charming  manner  by  Mrs. 
Wayland  Richards,  with  Mr.  Annett 
at  tho  second  piano.  Tho  audience  en¬ 
joyed  this  long  number  very  much. 

In  the  program  on  Thursday  eve¬ 
ning,  the  Choral  Club  secured  their 
usual  beautiful  tono  quality  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Gardner.  Tho  "Glor- 
ir  from  Twelfth  Mass"  by  Mozart  was 
sung  in  an  inspiring  manner  by  the  en¬ 
tire  chorus  of  sixty-four  voices.  ‘  ‘  Swing 
Along"  by  Cook,  sung  by  tho  Women’s 
Glee  Club,  proved  to  bo  an  attractive 
number.  The  Men’s  Glee  Club  sang  in 
a  rich  and  smooth  tone  the  two  num¬ 
bers,  "Proudly  as  the  Eagle,"  by 
Spohr  and  "Little  Peoweot"  by  Pet¬ 
rie. 

Tho  gorup  of  a  capcllo  choruses  was 
quite  well  done.  "Beautiful  Savior" 
by  Christiansen  and  .  "On  Canaan 
Shoro"  by  Loomis  woro  much  enjoy¬ 
ed  by  tho  audience,  but  "An  Irish 
Love  Song"  by  Loomis  secured  oven 
more  applauso,  and  tho  chorus  had  to 
ropoat  tho  last  stanza.

Equipment  la  Excellent. 

Miss  James,  instructor  of  commorco 
at  tho  Collogo,  visitod  tho  Roosovolt 
-High  School  of  St.  Louis  last  Friday, 
and  attended  tho  state  contests  ut  Co¬ 
lumbia  on  Saturday. 

Miss  Juntos  says  the  Roosevelt  School 
is  located  in  an  idonl  situation  and  bus 
vory  beautiful  buildings.  Thoro  are 
2800  students  ourollcd  and  DO  faculty 
members. 

There  is  ono  unit,  separato  from  tho 
rest  of  tho  school,  for  vocation  train¬ 
ing. 

The  vocational  department  is  well 
equipped  with  all  tho  uiodoru  machin¬ 
ery  that  is  used  in  tho  up-to-date  of¬ 
fices.  As  a  purt  of  their  regular 
-'i  equipuiont,  they  have  adding  machines, 
addresaograph,  mimeograph,  and  other 
modern  appliances, .  The  department 
has  a  savings  bank,  conducted-  by  one 
of  the  regular-  faculty  members  with 
the  aid  of  the  commerce  students.  The 
bank  at  the  present  time,  has  #0.000 
la  savings. 

"  Another  feature  of  the  school  to  the 


department  of  finances  which  has 
clmrgc  of  nil  the  mbnoy  of  tho  school 
organizations.  Every  check  must  bo 
countersigned  before  tho  department 
will  take  charge  of  it.  This  phase  of 
the  school  is  also  handled  largely  by  tho 
students  and  gives  them  an  insight 
into  tho  modern  methods  of  banking. 


Miss  Fox  Resigns  to 
Teach  at  Wichita  H.  S. 


Miss  Fox  Has  Taught  Here  Two  Tears. 

— 2800  Students  Required  to  Take 

Physical  Education. 

Miss  S.  Lcnore  Fox,  instructor  of 
physical  education  at  tho  College,  has 
reigned  her  position  to  return  to  her 
former  position  in  tho  senior  high 
school  at  Wichita,  Kan. 

The  physical  education  system  in  the 
Wichita  public  schools  it  outstanding 
in  tho  United  States  .  Tho  2, <500 -stu¬ 
dents  in  tho  senior  high  school  are  re¬ 
quired  to  take  physical  education  five 
days  a  week.  Tho  work  is  in  charge  of 
eleven  physical  directors,  six  women 
and  five  coaches.  Before  entering  sen¬ 
ior  high,  tho  students  have  had  nine 
years  of  gymnasium  work  in  tho  ele¬ 
mentary  and  junior  high  schools. 

Mis  Fox  has  taught  hero  two  years 
and  is  social  director  of  the  freshman 
class.  She  is  a  graduate  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Kansas  and  did  some  excellent 
work  in  the  teaching  of  physical 'edu¬ 
cation  in  the  Wichita  High  School. 

At  present  Miss  Fox  has  four  classes 
at  tho  College  gymnasium,  She  teaches 
one  class  in  folk  games,  two  in  general 
health  and  recitation,  and  one  in  or- 
ganized  games. 

S.  T.  C.  Debaters  Lose 
To  Strong  Teams 

Both  Teams  Show  Up  Well  But  Judges 

Decisions  Are  For  Opponents. 


Byron  Beavers  and  Loand  Medsker, 
who  comprise  the  team  that  debated 
the  Warrcnsimrg  team  at  Springfield, 
Monday  night,  woro  defeated  by  a  4 
to  1  decision,  according  to  a  telegram 
received  from  Mr.  Wallin,  who  was 
with  tho  debaters. 

The  defeat  came  as  a  surpriso  to  tho 
audience  as  the  work  of  the  team  was 
Considered  superior. 

Our  team  also  mot  defeat  from  Cape 
Girardeau  at  a  match  held  at  Kirks 
villo  last  Monday.  This  team  was  uu- 
dcr  the  supervision  of  Miss  Eastman 
and  was  composed  of  Fred  Street  and 
Mrs.  O’Banion.  Miss  Eastman  said  be- 
foro  leaving  for  Kirksvillo  that  Capo 
Girardeau  had  a  very  strong  team  and 
tho  Maryville  people  woud  bo  fortun¬ 
ate  to  score  a  victory  over  their  op¬ 
ponents.  According  to  tho  report  sent 
back  by  Miss  Eastman,  tho  team  did 
some  fine  work  and  tho  judges  decis¬ 
ion  had  to  bo  made  after  some  deliber¬ 
ation. 

A  unanimous  decision  in  favor  of 
Springfield  was  awarded  in  the  debnto 
between  Springfield  and  Kirksvillo  in 
tho  Collego  auditorium  last  Monday. 
Springfield  upheld  tho  affirmative  and 
Kirksvillo  tho  negativo  side  of  the 
question  which  was:  "Resolved,  that 
tho  direct  primary  should  bo  abandoned 
in  favor  of  a  convention  in  nominating 
local,  stato  and  fodoral  officors. "  Tho 
Springfield  team  was  composed  of  Guy 
Thompson  and  Melvin  Rodlinger.  Nova 
Domonay  and  Millard  Attorbury  made 
up  tho  Kirksvillo  team. 

Guy  Thompson,  tho  first  speaker  for 
tho  affirmative,  oponod  his  speocli  with 
a  short  history  of  the  systom  of  nom¬ 
inating  used  in  tho  U.  S.,  stating  that 
tho  direct  primary  systom .  came  into 
oxistenco  in  1913.  Ho  advocatod  a  ro- 
turn  to  tho  priuciplo  of  tho  convention 
method  of  nominating,  which  he  Bnid 
was  based  on  tho  priuciplo  of  repre¬ 
sentative  government.  Ho  explained 
tho  convention  method  qs  tho  moetiug 
of  local  groups  to  soloot  thoir  best  mau, 
tho  mooting  of  these  men  in  groups  nnd 
ngain  selecting  tho  best  man,  and  to 
continue  until  all  local,  state  and  na¬ 
tional  officers  should  bo  nominated. 

Mr.  Thompson  urged  tho  udoption  of 
tho  convontiou  method  because  it  is 
moro  representative,  boeauso  it  contains 
chocks,  men- nominated  are  more  res¬ 
ponsible  to  the  group  that  elected 
thorn.  By  this  method  a  strong  plat¬ 
form  could  be  built.  It  would  maintain 
strict  party  affiliation  and  thus  do 
away  with  much  political  graft,  It 
would  cause  the  beat  meu  possible  to 
be  put  forward  by  the  party,  It  would 
be  a  deliberating  body,  eliminating  tho 
block  system.  It  would  select  candi¬ 
dates  according  to  geographical  looa- 
tiou  and  thus  assure  better  represen¬ 
tation.  Tke  candidate  would  be  se¬ 
lected  for  his  ability.  The  convention

Beginning  with  tho  summer  term, 
married  couples  will  not  be  housed  in 
homes  where  women  students  room. 
This  new  regulation  will  prove  advan¬ 
tageous  to  both  parties  in  tho  opinion 
of  tho  Housing  Committee.  Several 
pairs  of  young  married  couples  living 
in  tho  same  house  will  provide  a  form 
of  group  life  with  enjoyable  social  con¬ 
tacts  highly  boneficial  to  them  all. 
Householders  aro  asked  to  observe  this 
new  regulation  and  not  rent  rooms  to 
married  couples  if  they  have  already 
rented  somo  to  women  students. 

Somo  time  ago  the  Housing  Commit- 
too  of  tho  Collogo  established  stand¬ 
ard  regulations  regarding  rooming 
houses  on  its  approved  list  for  women 
students.  Each  house  for  which  ap¬ 
plication  is  made,  is  visitod  by  tho  dean 
of  women  or  lior  assistant,  and  certain 
data  regarding  the  number  of  rooms 
available,  the  number  of  bath  rooms, 
facilities  for  ventilation  and  sanita¬ 
tion,  general  furnishings,  and  other 
matters  aro  recorded.  This  involves 
an  expenditure  of  time  from  the  reg¬ 
ular  work  of  these  officers.  Conse¬ 
quently,  a  time  limit  is  set  for  appli¬ 
cations  to  bo  received  for  each  school 
term.  March  first  was  tho  last  date 
for  applications  for  summer  term,  but 
people  still  call  in  by  telephone  or 
write  that  they  wish  to  take  girls  to 
room  for  tho  summer.  The  committee 
has  already  on  its  list  a  larger  number 
of  houses  than  ivill  bo  needed  and  has 
not  beon  adding  moro  for  somo  time 
past.  Persons  having  rooms  suitable 
for  married  couples,  nrarngemonts  for 
light  housekeeping,  aro  asked  to  list 
their  houses  either  with  Mrs.  Porrin 
or  Miss  Barnard.

HOW  DO  YOU  STUDY? 

How  do  you  read  and  study?  Do  you  swallow  whole  every¬ 
thing  you  read  and  hear,  or,  do  you  go  to  the  other  extreme  and 
question  everything?  Perhaps  the  latter  method  is.  the  safer  of 
the  two,  but  neither  is  healthy.  A  good  student  will  do  a  little  of 
each.  Every  student  should-  read  and  reread  many  times  Bacon’s 
essay  "On  Studies.”  Although  that  distinguished  scientist  and 
philosopher  lived  many  years  ago,  his  advice  in  that  essay  is  still 
good  today.  To  quote  in  part,  "Read  not  to  contradict  and  confute, 
nor  to  believe  and  take  for  granted,  nor  to  find  talk  and  discourse, 
but  to  weigh  and  consider.  Some  books  are  to  be  tasted,  others 
.  to  be  swallowed,  and  some  few  to  be  chewed  and  digested.”  So 
we  must  learn  to  exercise  our  judgment — to  pick  out  the  wheat 
from  the  chaff.  This  is  a  vital  part  of  our  education,  but  a  part 
which  is  often  neglected.  The  person  who  has  failed  in  this  point 
has  not  reaped  the  full  benefit  of  an  education. — The  Exponent. 


WHY  THE  STATE  NEEDS  TEACHERS  COLLEGES 

Education  has  become  a  thorough  profession,  the  same  as  law, 
medicine  and  engineering;  and  as  a  profession  demands  of  its 
members  long  and  thorough-going  courses  of  study — nothing  short 
will  do.  This  is  equally  true  of  teachers  in  high  school  and  grade 
work.  Our  national  philosophy  of  education  has  changed  from 
the  old  belief  that  almost  any. person  could  teach  the  lower  grades. 
This  fallacy  is  now  exploded.  Our  highest  educational  authori¬ 
ties  in  the  land  hold  that  elementary  and  grade  teachers  need  as 
thorough  and  as  long  time  for  education  as  do  high  school  teachers. 
The  reason  why  the  State  needs  four-year  teachers  colleges  is 
two-fold : 

(1)  To  prepare  every  kind  of  elementary  school  teacher  and 
supervisor  in  longer  and  more  searching  courses  than  heretofore, 
in  order  that  teachers  in  these  fields  may  gain  a  greater  mastery 
of  their  profession,  and 

(2)  To  provide  the  State  with  well-trained  teachers  for  all 
high  schools  in  the  State. 

In  1920  there  were  in  South  Dakota  231  accredited  high 
schools;  in  1926  this  number  had  increased  to  435.  Before  the 
first  teachers  college  was  established  in  South  Dakota  (at  Aber¬ 
deen  in  1919)  only  11  per  cent  of  South  Dakota’s  high  school 
teachers  were  trained  in  (lie  State.  Since  the  teachers  colleges  have 
become  organized  the  number  of  home-trained  teachers  has  increased 
.  very  largely.  While  it  is  undoubtedly  not  necessary  that  all  high 
school  teachers  should  be  trained  at  home,  it  would  be  unfortunate 
to  bring  in  too  many  high  school  teachers  from  outside  who  are 
not  conversant  .with  South  Dakota  history,  traditions  and  ambitions.

A  common  topic  for  discussion  at  school  and  in  the  world  at 
large  is  the  relative  importance  of  brain  and  brawn. 

'  Though  each  is  useless  without  the  other,  the  one  is  often  lost 
in  the  glare  that  is  attached  to  the  other.  Spectacular  brawn  lets 
its  light  shine  forth  until  mind  is  as  obscure  as  the  desert  flower 
.  or  the  “pearls  of  .purest  ray  serene  in  the  dark  unfathomed  caves”. 

•  of  ocean  depths.  There,  are  big  headlines  -and  many  pages  for 
“kings  of  swat”  (ball  or  ‘man  swatters”).  The  man  who  writes 
a  book  or  patents  something  gets  a  brief  mention. 

It  is  idle  to  expect  the  boy  in  the  grammar  grades  to  give  up 
his  spectacular  muscular  heroes  to  devote  his  adulations  to  the  less 
dazzling  achievements  of  scholars.  He  is  too  young  and  immature. 
Marco  Bozaris  who  died  while  bleeding  at  all  of  his  veins  or  Babe 
Ruth  who  hit  three  home  runs  in  a  single  world  series  game  appeal 
to  him  more  stirringly  than  other  heroes  could. 

The  average  citizen  with  an  average  school  experience  of 
sixth  grade  attainment  cannot  be  expected  to  appreciate  a  scholar’s 
record  with  the  same  fervor  that  he  would  attend  a  basketball 
game.  )  ' 

Because  of  these  attitudes  on  the  part  of  the  boy  in  the  grades, 
it  does  not  follow  •  that  high  schools  and  colleges  should  reflect 
the  same  attitude  relative  to  brain  and  brawn. 

Schools  are  dedicated  to  the  .promotion  of  human  welfare  by 
arming  our  young  citizens  against  ignorance  with  essential  know¬ 
ledge.  Knowledge  without  health  beihg  of  little  use.  We  mix 
athletics  with  knowledge  getting  for  the  sake  of  health  and  recre¬ 
ation.  Contests  and  publicity,  are  provided  to  stimulate  athletics. 
Scholarship  is  encouraged  in  like  ways.  Along  with  the  fostering 
of  scholarship  and  athletics  there  often  occurs  the  attempt  of  ath¬ 
letics  to  dominate.  Athletics  sometimes  wags  the  school,  It  is 
a  common  failing  of  high  schools.  Sometimes  names  and  achieve¬ 
ments  of  athletic  stars  blaze  forth  on  front  pages  of  college  publi¬ 
cations  while  scholarship  gets  brief  mention. .  Athletes  swagger  to 
the  center  of  the  college  stage  and  encamp.  Scholar  or  no  scholar, 
he  is  it. 

Athletics  has  its  place  in  every  school  program.  So  does  schol¬ 
arship.  The  flabby  scholar  who  is  too  busy  for  athletics  or  physi¬ 
cal  .exercise  is  a  pathetic  person;  so' is  the  athlete  who  cannot  do 
anything  worth  while  in  the  classroom,  Schools  should  not  give 
•ttiletice  greater  prominence  than  scholarship-  Scholarship  deserves 
a  full  measure  of  emphasis.  Each  should  help  to  improve  the  fUvor 
j>i  the  other,— The  Moatmomal, .  .  •-

This  method 
tends  to  bring  forth  a  more  democratic 1 
government,  clcnncr  politics,  to  edu¬ 
cate  the  people  and  increase  their  in¬ 
terests  in  elections.  It  has  subjected 
party  government  and  part  bosses  to 
the  will  of  the  epople.  j 

Ho  said  that  the  affirmative  offered  ; 
a  new  theory  of  election  method  and  at 1 
the  same  time  condemn  untried  meth¬ 
ods.  There  is  no  national  movement 
as  yet  to  abolish  the  direct  primary 
method.  I 

The  rebuttals  by  both  affirmative 
and  negative  reviewed  the  points  made 
and  emphasized  the  points  the  other 
side  had  failed  to  meet. 

Mr.  Lamkin  announced  that  tho  de¬ 
cision  of  tho  judges  was  based  on 
argument  and  delivery.  The  judges  fori 
this  dobate  wore  three  faculty  mem-  * 
bers  and  two  lawyers.

— A  gift  of  $130,000  to 
tlio  University  of  Oregon  for  the  uso  of 
ita  medical  school  has  been  announc¬ 
ed  by  the  gonornl  education  board  of 
Now  York  City.  ’Tliia  gift  brings  the 
total  of  gifts  received  by  tho  university 
in  tho  last  six  months  to  more  than  a 
quarter  million  dollars. 

Ottawa,  Kans. — In  a  poll-  of  the  un¬ 
dergraduates  .at  Ottawa  University 
here,  it  was  discovered  that  tho  ma¬ 
jority  of  tho  students  do  not  object  so 
much  to  compulsory  chapel  as  thoy  do 
to  the  sort  of  chapel  programs  to  which 
they  nro  forced  to  listen.  Dissatisfac¬ 
tion  with  tho  present  system  was  al¬ 
most  unanimous  among  tho  students. 


As  a  result  tho  Council’ recommended

Cambridge,  Mass. — President  Lowell, 
of  Harvard  university,  has  requested 
the  rqsignntion  of  four  policemen  of 
the  Cambridge  forso  for  “unnecessary 
brutality”  in  concction  with  the  stu¬ 
dent  “riot”  of  February,  as  a  result 
of  which  a  number  of  Harvard  stu¬ 
dents  wore  arcsted,  tried  and  fined  for 
disorderly  conduct. 

Tho  Harvard  Crimson  has  welcomed 
the  president’s  request  as  an  indication 
that  “the  other  side  will  now  be

ing  resolutions: 

“Whereas  it  lias  always  harbored  a 
sneaking  dosiro  for  travel,  especially 
in  Now  England,  which  has  had  little 
prospect  of  gratification  for  somo  time 
to  come,  be  it 

Resolved,  that  the  Daily  Princoton- 
ian  accepts  with  groat  pleasure  the 
kind  invitation  of  tho  Harvard  Crim¬ 
son  to  participate  in  n  baseball  gamo 
in  Cambridge  on  May  7.” 

In  announcing  tho  game,  tho  Harvard 
paper  points  out  that  “tho  gamo,  thus 
assurod,  should  prove  of  great  interest 
to  followers  of  tho  national  pastime. 
Both  the  Princetonian  and  the  Crimson 
hold  unique  positions  in  tho  diamond 
game  In  that  neither  outfit  haB  over 
lost  a  baseball  eucountor.
